A corporation certificate, not for profit, was issued by 
the Secretary of State, February 27, 1915. The purpose for 
which the corporation was formed is set forth in the follow- 
ing articles of incorporation : 

First. The name of said corporation shall be: “THE 
MAHONING INSTITUTE OF ArT.” 


Seconp. Said corporation shall be located ard its prin- 
cipal business transacted at Youngstown, in Mahoning 
County, Ohio. 


Tuirp. The purpose for which this corporation is 
formed is to receive gifts, devises, and trust funds; provide 
the means and therewith erect necessary buildings; establish 
and maintain an academy for the advancement and improve- 
ment of all the arts; to furnish instruction therein by lec- 
tures and otherwise, and by giving exhibitions of art in all 
its branches. 


FourtH. The management and control of all the cor- 
porate means and property, business and franchises, shall 
be vested in a board of eleven (11) trustees, whose term of 
office shall be five (5) years and until their successors are 
elected by ballot by a majority of the members of the cor- 
poration. All donors of One Hundred Dollars ($100.00), 
or more, shall be active life members of said association. 
All trustees, designated in instruments by which property or 
funds amounting to One Hundred Dollars ($100.00), or 
more, may be acquired by the corporation in trust, shall also 
be active life members of this association; all moneys and 
property coming into the possession of said corporation by 
devise, gift, or in any other way, shall be expended under 
the direction of the Board of Trustees in carrying out the 
purposes of said corporation, and if at any time there is 
accumulated a surplus which is not needed for the immedi- 
ate expenses of said association, in the judgment of said 























trustees, such sums or amounts shall be vested in interest 
bearing bonds, either municipal, township, county, state or 
United States bonds, and the income thereof shall be 
received and expended by the Board of Trustees in the pros- 
ecution of the work and processes of the corporation. 


IirrH, All persons subscribing and paying the treas- 
urer of said corporation the sum of Five Dollars ($5.00) 
shall become annual members of said association and shall 
be entitled to vote in the meetings of said association at any 
meeting held within the year, after the subscription and 
payment of said sum. 


SixtH. The Board of Trustees may, from time to 
time, make and adopt rules and regulations for its govern- 
ment and the conduct of the business of said corporation 
but said rules shall, in no manner, conflict with the laws of 
the State of Ohio and with the terms of these articles of 
incorporation. :
